St. Paul's in rerili 

London', June 19.— Grave fears are en- 
tertained tor the safety of .St. Paul's cathed- 
ral in consequence of the new underground 
railway to be constructed within a few liun 
died yards of tlio building. Christopliei 
Wren wrote a memorandum to the ell'ect 
that the foundations were not so good as he 
could wish, consequently it is feared that 
the vibration caused by the trains will en- 
danger the dome, even if the preliminary 
work does not imperil the whole building, 

Tbe Transfer or Hi-liuoliiml. 

London, June 19. — In the Lords to-night, 
F.irl Rosberry enquired if the government, 
before arranging for the transfer of Heligo 
land to Germany, had consulted the naval 
and military authorities, and also if the in- 
habitants of the island hud been consulted 
Lord Salisbury said the government had as 
suranee that the island would not be useil 
by Germany exclusively as a naval or mili- 
tary station. He also thought the transfer 
was satisfactory to the inhabitants. 

In lUr I'omnoiu, 

In the Commons, \\ . II. Smith stated in 
reply to a question regarding the transfer ol 
Heligoland to Germany, that conditions had 
been inserted in the agreements which re- 
moved the inhabitants. A bill, he said, 
would be introduced to ratify the cession. 
Mr. Smith was asked to produce the opin- 
ion of the naval and military authorities 
concerning the transfer, but he declined to 
do so. The house having gone into com- 
mittee on the licensing bill, tbe chairman 
moved that the first clause, applying £350,- 
000 to this purchase of licenses stand as part 
of the bill. 

Stovey did not resume his speech, which 
was obstructed on Tuesday. The question 
was put without debate, a division was 
taken, and the clause was carried by the 
narrow majority of four. Tho vote was 22S 
to 22-1. The Conservatives cheered the 
result, but their cheers were drowned by 
the triumphant shouts of the opposition at 
the narrow escape of the government. 

T. P. O'Connor declared the result indi- 
cated the decision of the house against 
the bill, and moved to report progress. 
The government ought to be allowed to 
reconsider its position. 

Mr. Smith said the opposition certainly 
had the advantage of the tin prise, whatever 
that amounted to, and they could have the 
credit of it. 

Mr. Stovey said lie bad not finished his 
speech when the debate was last adjourned, 
and it was thought he would continue; 
therefore the government had not been pre- 
pared for an immediate division. The 
government now simply proposed to proceed 
with the business iu the ordinary way. 
Long speeches he regarded as obstruction, 
and no speeches were taking the government 
by surprise. In producing the Licensing 
bill, he said the government would discover 
that the people of the country would sur- 
prise them. 

Mr. Gladstone advised the withdrawal of 
the bill. 

Mr. O'Connor withdrew his motion and 
the House proceeded to discuss the second 
clause. 

The scheme of the opposition in securing 
a vote while tho Conservative benches were 
sparsely occupied, completely surprised the 
Ministerialists, who greatly feared defeat. 



PACIFIC COAST NEWS. 



Escaped From the HiungglerM. 

Portland, June 18.— Dr. Leo Him, who 
was kidnapped by opium smugglers on May 
27th, because he wouldn't pay for a lot of 
opium which had been seized by customs 
officers, arrived home this evening looking 
fat and jolly. He says lie escaped from 
the smugglers at Seattle without paying 
t hem and lied to Victoria, and was scared 
to come back for fear they would catch him 
again, lie was well used and well led, and 
says he wants nothing more to do with 
smugglers. John Mayes, who was arrested 
on May 27th for smuggling opium into this 
city from Victoria, via the Northern 
Pacific railroad, to-day pleaded guilty in the 
United States district court, and was lined 
$500. 

After Home Thieve*. 

San BkkNABDINO, Cala., Juno 1!). — For 
some time this county bus been infested 
with an organized gang of horse thieves. 
Many line animals have been stolen. Last 
night a, man informed tho sheriff where the 
thieves were to be found. Taking a posse 
he proceeded to their rendezvous. On tho 
way the posse intercepted G innings, one of 
the gang, and arrested him. Further on, Wil, 
son, another of the gang, was discovered 
hiding in the brush. lie was armed with a 
Winchester ride, and when ordered to sur- 
render, in attempting to escape, he was 
shot in the hip by one of the posse and cap- 
tured. The rest of the gang escaped, but 
are being pursued by the officers.

San FRANCISCO, June 19. — The new

San Francisco, Juno 1,9. — The cruiser

tho contract. 

No More I'rl/.r lluliU. 

SACRAMENTO, Juno 18. ---Attorney-Gene- 
ral Johnson has addressed a letter to Gov- 
ernor Waterman to-day in reply to the 
latter's recent communication in regard to 



contests between professional pugilists as 
given iu the several athletic clubs of Cali- 
fornia. Attorney-! ieneral Johnson joins 
the governor in characterizing these ex- 
hibitions as disgraceful. He says they uro 
contrary to tho provisions of the penal code; 
that the state law lias made such exhibi- 
tions a felony, and that a municipal license 
is no protection. The attorney-general as- 
sures the general that he will notify the 
prosecuting officers under him that action 
on their part to suppress the grievance will 
receive his sanction and co-operation, to the 
end that the laws may be maintained and 
enforced in the spirit in which they are 
enacted.

San FRANCISCO, June 18. — The cases of 
the seven men arrested for complicity iu the 
death of Harry Mellride, killed in a glove 
light at the Golden (bite Club, all cuipe U P 
in Judge Rix's court this morning and were 
continued till next Monday. Application 
lor bail in the cases of Bowers, Joell, Mo- 
ll rath, Meyers and Larue was made and re 
fused until after the examination. 

The I'oaitt Trade. 

San Francisco, Juno 19. — The agreement 
made between the Canadian Paeilic Steam- 
ship company, the Occidental and Oriental, 
and tbe Paeilic .Mail companies a year ago, 
by which the Canadian Pacific company 
stipulated not to touch any business south 
of Portland, Ogn., has just terminated, ami 
there are indications it will run its steamers 
to and from this port again, as it did before 
the agreement was made. Tho Canadian 
Paeilic does not want the Pacific Mail to put 
on a steamer to Tucoma, and threatens to 
come to this port if the territory north 
of Portland is invaded by the Paeilic Mail. 
The Southern Paeilic Co. and the Oriental & 
Occidental Co. , its adjunct, together with 
Messrs. Tellington and Gates, us Paeilic 
Mail directors, do not favor Tacoma's de- 
sire, but Calvin S. Brice and a majority 
of the ,new directors of the Pa- 
cific Mail do favor a Tucoma service. 
Ilrice iu said to bo interested iu 
a large sum iu Northern Pacific 
securities, and he wants to help that 
road as much as possible. Huntington 
is trying, us a Paeilic mail director, to effect 
some sort of a compromise by which there 
will be a Tacomu steamer service, thus ap- 
peasing the Canadian Steamship Co. and 
helping the trans-Fucific route. No one here 
.vill tell what is the nature of the Hunting- 
ton compromise, but it is said to be an ar- 
rangement by which the Northern Paeilic 
shall get more California business. Im- 
portant developments affecting this matter 
are expected any day. 

Chinese Certificates. 

San Francisco, June 19.— On tho lust 
trip of the Oceanic to this port, lifty-tive of 
the Chinese on board had iu their posses- 
sion papers or .certificates of different des- 
criptions. On examination it has been as- 
certained that in nearly every ease the re- 
presentations made by them were correct, 
and- the collector lias allowed them to come 
ashore. 

t Rotten Tub. 

San Francisco, June 1'.).— The U. S. S. 
Iroquois has arrived safely at Mare Island 
for repairs. Since the vessel has made two 
unsuccessful attempts to reach Samoa, it is 
barely possible that the risk of sending her 
on that mission for a third time will be 
taken. The condition of the Iroquois will 
be reported to the navy department, and 
the reply will be awaited. It it is advisable 
not to make the necessary repairs, it is 
thought she will be ordered to tie up, and 
her services will be dispensed with in the 
future.

Powdcrly's Clutllcnsie Accepted.

On 
account of heavy rains the track was very 
slippery last night, and when u twelve-car 
coal train started down the mountain, it 
soon got beyond the control of the engines 
with all the brakes ^et. The speed quicken- 
ed till a tremendous rate wus reached, 
when suddenly the rails spread and tiie en- 
tire train plunged headlong down tbe moun- 
tain side. Engineers Smyra and Tomstnll 
and Fireman Taylor were killed. Tin 
others of the crew escaped with broken 
bones ami severe contusions.

JI. M. S. AMPHION. 

Tim Admiralty Inspector Expresses Himself In 
Regard to the Maimer in wlilcliSue Has 
Been Repaired. 

Mr. F. D. Palmer, Admiralty over- 
Beer, beins,' run across by a Colonist re- 
porter, yesterday, was good enough to 
informally express to him his views with 
respect to the repairs that have just been 
made to 11. M. S. Amphion, and have 
been completed in the most expeditious 
and satisfactory manner. The work, lie 
had no hesitation in saying, had been the 
largest and must extensive ever done to 
any vessel in the service, either in Great 
Britain or anywhere else. He had stip- 
orint nded the repairs to the Iron Duke, 
which had been carried out at Hong- 
Kong, and were next to this the most 
important which had been undertaken. 
The difficul ies in the way had been very 
great, and it was after that the Admiral 
had declared the work to bo impossible 
to be done at Hong-Kong that, at his 
particular request — he regarding it as a 
reflection upon the officials at that 
place, if it wt re deemed neces- 
sary to pateli her up and send 
her homo to bo completed — that he had 
been entrusted with the task. He spoke 
of the immense climatic difficulties which 
had been experienced in the case of the 
Iron Duke, the temperature and atmos- 
phi re below deck having been such as 
could only have been endured by natives. 
He had found the Chinese, who had 
carried out the work, to bo most efficient 
after they had received proper instruc- 
tions, and the operations which they had 
assisted him in carrying out had been 
such as to command special reference to 
them in the Houso of Commons by Sir 
Thomas Brassy and others. 

Speakingof the repairs to the Amphion, 
when lie arrived out everything — work- 
shops and apparatus — had to bo placed 
upon the scone, and the energetic, enter- 
prising and intelligent manner in which 
tho Albion Iron Works had gone to work 
was, in tho highest degreo, to be com- 
monded. The men employed were, with- 
out exception, excellent workmen, and, 
though he had ucen bound to bo very 
strict in his requirements, they had not 
hesitated to comply with them. To 
a man they were sober and in- 
dustrious, as was manifested in 
the lac; that no time had been lost by 
any neglect of duty on their part. Work 
on the "Amphion" had been begun 
amidships, working thence "forward" 
and "aft." This had made matters much 
more simple, fur the reason that the 
"knees" and other "supports" did not re- 
quire so much attention as they did in 
subsequent adaptations to the special 
lines of the vessel. Tho work to be done 
had been much greater than was antici- 
pated, and the castings and plates that 
were wanted were greater than existing 
arrangements had been able to provide. 
But the Albion Works had been equal to 
the emergency, and there had not been 
the slightest hesitation or delay in doing 
what was wanted. The result was, to- 
day, that outwardly it would be impos- 
sible to discover where the "Amphior" 
had been damaged, while, inside, though 
the repairs could be detected on exami- 
nation, the work had been so thoroughly 
done that the ship could go in any waters, 
and was fully as stroll? as, if not stronger, 
than ever she had been. 

The Amphion had been put to the 
severest tcs s, through all of which she 
had corn-! out satisfactorily, the work be- 
ing such as ho and all who had been con- 
nected with it, had reason to feel proud 
of. Mr. Palmer observed that he had been 
highly pleased with his experiences upou 
this coast, while he had been not a little 
struck with the singular fact that the two 
greatest works of naval repairing had 
been done almost, as it were, in the same 
parts of tho world. Mr. Palmer was dis- 
posed to think that considerable ship 
b.iilding might very readily bo carried on 
here, both in iron and in wood, Victoria's 
position on the Pacific Ocean, with such 
ample supplies of material on hand, giv- 
ing her advantages that that were not 
otherwise possessed hereabouts. At 
Hongkong he. had supervised and turned 
out a number of both large and small 
ships of wood and iron, and here the 
same operations might be most, conveni- 
ently and profitably carried on, the trade 
of tho port being certain to increase to 
almost undreamed of dimensions.

BY-LAW, 

To provide for tho maintenance and cure of 
Public Pfirks, Squares and Grounds. 



DE IT ENACTED. BY THE MAYOR AND 
JL* Council of the Corporation of the City of 
Victoria, as follows :— 

(1.) Tho Park Committee shall have tho care 
and custody of all the public squares, parks 
and grounds belonging to the city, subject lo 
all such by-laws as may from timo to time he 
passed by the said Council. 

0!.) It shall ho lawful for any police officer, 
constable, caretaker, or other person duly 
authorized by I ho mayor or any alderman of 
the said city, to exclude from the said public 
squares, parks and grounds, all drunken or 
lllthy persons, vagrants and notoriously bud 
characters, and to remove therefrom any person 
who is violating any by-law of tho City Council, 
or is committing; any nuisance, or is guilty of 
any disorderly conduct therein. 

I'D No person shall ride or drive any horse 
upon or through any of tho public squares, 
parks or public grounds, at any immoderate 
rate, or so as to incommode or interfere with, 
or endanger other parties frequenting the same. 

(1.) No person shall ride or drive any animal 
or vehicle on any turf or green sward in anj 
of the parks or squares, nor in any part thereof 
other than in tho roads set apart as carriage 
drives. 

(5.) No person shall bo allowed to uso tlm 
roads In any of the said public squares, parks 
and grounds, for tho purpose of teaming or 
carting heavy loads over or upon the same. 

(b\) No person shall dig or carry away any of 
tho sward, gravel, earth, sand or turf in or 
from any part of tho said public squares, parks 
or grounds, except by permission of tho said 
Committee and for some public purpose, 

(No person. ox<-cpt by permission of the Com- 
mit!' •, shMl climb, break, peel, cut. defuce. 
remove, injure or destroy any of tho trees or 
shrubs, flower roots or grass now growing or 
being, or which shall hereafter bo. planted in 
the said public f quares, parks or grounds, or in 
any street oi public place within tho city. 

(8.) No person shall, except with tho like per- 
mission as aforesaid, in any manner carry or 
cause to be carried into any of tho said public 
squares, parks or grounds, any dead carcase, 
orduro, filth, dirt, stone, orany offensive matter 
or substance whatsoever, and no person shall 
commit any nuisance in tho said public squares, 
parks or grounds. 

(9.1 No person shall shako orolherwise cleanse 
any carpet in any of tho public squares, parks 
or grounds of tho city. 

(10.) No owner or keeper of any horse, grazing 
cattle or swix.8, uhall suffer th.G same to ko «L 
large, or to feed upon any of;thc said public 
squares, parks or grounds, and any horse, cattle 
or swine found at largo therein shnl! bo im- 
pounded and detained by any of the pound- 
keopi of the city until payment of tho sum 
provl .c d in (ho present or In any future pound 
by law, together with the costs and charges ot 
impounding and keeping the same. 

(11.) No person shall fire oft* or discharge any 
gun or other fowling-pieco, or lire-arms upon 
any of tho said public squares, parks or 
grounds, or offer for sale, or sell I heroin, any 
fireworks of any kind, or set lire lo or lot oil" 
tho same, without the permission of the said 
Committee, 

(It!.) No person shall expose for sale in any of 
tho said public squares, parks or grounds, rc- 
freshmei.tsof any kind, without the permission 
of the said Committee. 

(13.) No person shall expose in any public 
square, park or grounds of the olty, any table 
or device of any kind whatsoever, upon or by 
which any game of hazard or chance can bo 
played, and no person shall play at any euch 
table or device, or nt cards or any unlawful 
game in any of the said public squares, parks 
or grounds. 

[U ) No person shall walk on the grass or 
sward of any such walks or parks when the 
same is unlit to walk upon, nnd when properly 
prohibited so to do by any poison in authority. 

(IS.) No person shall ho allowed to drive or 
ride into any part of tho s»id public squares, 
parks or grounds, if prohibited so to do by any.' 
person in authority when the ground is uiiiflt 
for rilling or driving thereon. 

(10.) No person shall break or injure any of 
I he gates, locks, holts or fences, or any of tho 
seats or benches for tho accommodation of tho 
public, orany Other of tho city property. 

(17.) No person shall allow any dog in hlg 
eusto ly for the time being to enter any of the 
lakes of any of tho public squares, parks or 
grounds or on any of the flowerbeds or gardens, 
nor shall any person be allowed lo throw or 
deposit any slono, stick, earth or other rubbish 
in any of the lakes In any of tho public squares, 
parks or grounds. 

This By-law may ho cited as the " Park By- 
law. 1E!)0."

THE ORGAN'S RIGMAROLE. 

The article in Wednesday's Times on 
" The Colonist and single tax" is the 
best specimen of tho style properly called 
"Rigmarole ' that we remember ever to 
havo seen. Tho Times was asked 
a simple and direct question, but its an- 
swer is tortuous, involved and altogether 
beside the purpose. 

Wo asked our contemporary if the 
workingmen of this city were in favor of 
sinylo tax, as set forth in the works of 
Henry George '/ Whether, in short, tlioy 
wore in favor of taking from every man 
who had purchased or inherited land, his 
property ? It makes no attempt to an- 
swer that question, but treats its readers 
to a disquisition on. the works of Henry 
George. It speaks of bis scheme of 
rent appropriation almost with awe, 
and seems to think that it is 
tho height of presumption for any ordi- 
nary mortal to question the soundness of 
Henry George's theories. It declares 
that his scheme of driving poverty out of 
the world and making everyone happy 
by taking the land from its owners and 
giving it to tho Stato bus been un- 
answered, and it evidently believes it to 
be unanswerable. It says that George's 
is the only system of political economy 
"whose fundamental principles cannot be 
disproved." How a principle, fundament- 
al or other, can be disproved is a 
mystory to most people, who havo any 
intelligent idea of w hat a principle is. 
But if tho writer wishes to convey 
the idea that no one lias succeeded 
in proving that George's principles 
are unsound and impracticable, that 
has boon done over and over again ; 
but, of courso, not in such a way as to 
carry conviction to the minds of fJeorge's 
worshippers — for they regard their 
Grand Lama as infallible — but to the 
satisfaction of the great majority of 
honest and intelligent men who have 
directed their attention to the subject. 
Why, even the awe-struck writer of the 
Times has not become a disciple of this 
wonderful teacher of a system of political 
economy, "whose fundamental principles 
cannot be disproved." Ho, speaking for 
the Times and its inspirors, says — "Now, 
we do not wish to bo understood as 
disciples of Henry George." Why not? 
Why is he so thick-headed or so hard- 
hearted as not to believe in the doctrines 
of this latter day prophet, who has done so 
much to equalize the social forces which 
are now so fearfully on: of balance? If 
wo believed, as the Times writer says he 
belii-ves, no earthly consideration would 
prevent our preaching the gospel of 
George at the street corn era if we could 
find no where dsn to hold forth in. Is 
our contemporary in earnest, or is it only 
giving the single tax people a littlo more 
toffoo I 

Our object, however, is not to discuss 
the soundness or the unsoundness of 
Henry George's system. All wc want to 
do is to find out whether thero is any 
considerable number of workingmen who 
believe in robbing their neighbors of 
their land. The Times writer knows 
very well that tho single tax system ca 
not be established until the State is the 
owner of every foot of land in the country. 
The whole system is based upon the 
principle — if it can be called a principle — 
of taking every man's land from him 
without compensation. How many men 
are thero in this city who will bold up 
their baud fur wholesale robbery of this 
kind I The Times says that wo simply 
declare that the " private ownership of 
land is an inalienable vested right. " Wo 
plead guilty to holding tho old-fashioned 
belief that a man has a right to the 
property, whether land or other, that 
has come into his possession lawfully, 
and that tho man who takos it from him, 
without paying for it, is a robber. That 
is our creed. Will tho Times undertake 
to Biy that it is unsound ? Wo would 
like an answer in plain language such as 
people who are not Goorgoits can readi y 
understand. 

When tho Timoi comes to discuss 
Mayor Grant's position on tho single tax, 
it does not use the hoodlum argument 
"You're a liar, and you know it." But 
although wo are willing to give it ovory 
credit for its regard for decency, wo can- 
not truly say i hat it is altogether disin- 
genuous. If it quoted Mr. Grant's own 
language and explained tho circumstan- 
ces under which it was uttered, tho read- 
ers of tho Times would bo ublo to form 
their own conclusions as to tho position 
which Mr. Grant, previous to tho elec- 
tion, took with respect to the single, tax. 
Tho Opposition candidates attended 
what has been called "workingmon's 



meeting," for the purpose of giving ox 
pression to thoir views on the question of 
single tai — Henry George's single tax, 
Mr. Grant declared that it suggested to 
his mind "a fair and equitable 
basis of taxation," and because wo, 
knowing that this declaration involved 
the approval of the principle of taking 
tho land from its owners, and that all 
legislation based upon tho principle of 
single tax, "as set forth in the works of 
Henry George," must bo in that direction 
and have that for its object, took Mi- 
Grant at his word, ho straightway do 
tiounoes the editor of The Colonist as a 
liar. Becauso we assumed that Mr 
Grant was not such a fool as to commit 
himself to what ho did not understand or 
know nothing about, or such a knave as 
to load his hearers to infer that ho fav- 
ored a principle — considered it "a fair 
and equitablo basis of taxation" — which 
he really regarded unjust and imprac- 
ticable, he abuses us in the most offensive 
way possible. Tho Times, no doubt, 
sees how ungrateful unci how un- 
reasonable Mr. Graut is. We know 
that it has tried to convey tho impression 
that tho single tax that Messrs. Ueid, 
Jackson, West & Co. advocated was not 
the single tax that Mr. Grant talked 
about and commended at the meeting. 
But this does not. mend matters, for the 
explanation convicts Mr. Grant of being 
one of those " juggling fiends " 

" That palter with us in a double sense, 
That keep the word of promise to our oar 
And break it to our hope."

A CARDINAL ON COMPENSATION 

The Contemporary for June contains 
an article from the pen of Cardinal 
Manning on Compensation for Licenses. 
Cardinal Manning is opposed to compen- 
sation. He contends that tho holder of 
a licensu has no right to compensation, 
on several grounds. He says : 

"A license to sell intoxicating drink is 
a legal limitation and precaution taken 
against tho trade. So far is it from a 
personal property negotiables or g'ving 
claim to continuance or renewal, it is a 
simple permission to sell intoxicating 
drink under two stringent limitations, 
tho one in poin'. of time, that is, for one 
year only; and the other in point of con- 
duct, that is, on the part of the holder 
of the license and on the conduct of tho 
business. 

"A license therefore is a permission to 
tho holder and a prohibition, under 
penalty, to all other men to sell intoxicat- 
ing drink. Tho whole licensing system 
is intended to restrict and to minimise 
tho extent of the trude. It was to put 
away tippling houses and to limit the 
number of places whero inti xicating 
drink was sold that the first licenses 
were granted in tho time of Edward VI. 
They wore granted only to persons com- 
mended by local authority as fit to hold 
the responsible duty of checking the vice 
of intemperance. 

"By what torture of reasoning can it 
be contended that an annual license is a 
personal property, or a negotiable value, 
attaching either to tho holder or to tho 
house ?"

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 

As H.M.S. Amphion occupied the 
Esquimalt dry dock for eight months, 
preventing any other vessel being re- 
paired in it fur all that time, it has been 
suggested that a dry dock bo built at that 
harbor exclusively for tho use of ships of 
war. It can be easily understood that 
tho exclusion of merchant Vfssuls from 
the dock for so long a tone must havo 
been a source of inconvenience anil 
perhaps of loss to tho shipping of the 
province. There ate, wo understand, 
several vessels badly in need of repairs 
that can bo made in tho dry dock alone. 
Siime of these will bo compelled to wail, 
for some time until their turns come, if 
tho ship of war had not monopolized the 
dock accommodation for so long a time 
these ships would have all been repaired 
and ready to do their 'work to the best 
advantage long ago. Wo do not want to 
be understood as complaining of the in- 
convenience, hut if the Imperial 
and Dominion Governments could 
see their way to build a dry dock here 
for thoir own purposes, they would 
confer a great favor on tho province. 
The present dock would then be avail- 
able at all times for merchant vessels, 
which could bo repaired as soon as re- 
pairs were required, and foreign vessels 
visiting our ports need nut go to San 
Francisco or anywhere else to make ready 
fur a long sea voyage. They could got 
all tho accommodation they wanted here, 
which would bo an advantage to tho pro- 
vince as well as to them. 



Tho organ has gone into the calculating 
business. It is trying to estimate how 
many votes have been cast for the Gov- 
ernment at tho late elections. There are 
several elements of uncertainty in the 
calculation which make it exceedingly 
unreliable. Tho calculator does not yet 
know how strong the Government's sup- 
port will bo in the new House. Its lit- 
tlo sums aro ridiculously wrong vvhon it 
has ones and twos to deal with, how then 
can it be expected to deal with thou- 
sands?

lawyers and the decisions of judges, 
which go to show that the holder of a 
license has no legal or equitable claim to 
hare it renewed, that thero is no property 
in a license and that tho holder of it has 
in it mi vested right. Ho, too, contends 
that it is a mistako to use the words 
licensed premises, inasmuch as premises 
are never licensed, the license being in all 
cases a personal one. This, it seems, is 
good law. But the notion in England has 
become prevalent, that it is the premises 
rather than tho individual that is 
licensed. In t ho article are instances in 
which the possession of a license has in- 
creased tho value of property many 
hundred per cent. One place in Liver- 
pool worth £2,000 was made by a license 
to sell intoxicating drinks, worth £10,500. 
The compensation to he given to tho 
owner of tho house would be £8,500 or 
§42,000. Another house in Liverpool, 
which boforo its owner had obtained a 
license, was worth .£'800, sold afterwards 
for £8,500. Under the law before Par- 
liament, it would require £7,700 to com- 
pensate tho owner of this house for tak- 
ing away his license. One of tho in- 
stances adduced by Cardinal Manning 
was that of "a gin palace near the docks," 
which was built for less than £8,000. 
"All tho steamship owners in vain op- 
posed tho grant of a license. A leading 
browor was offered £20,000 for it; but 
the offer has been refused. Tho compen- 
sation would ba £12,000." The reader 
will boo from this that thoso opponents 
of compensation who say that tho bill 
now boforo Parliament, which tho Gov- 
ernment appears determined to carry 
through, is a "covert scheme to endow 
tho drink trade." do not use tho language 
of exaggeration. 

To tho objection that "surely to put a 
man out of a lawful trade, on which hu 
has lawfully entered, without compensa- 
tion, is obviously unjust," Cardinal Man- 
ning answers: 

1. No; if ho has entered upon it with 
a full knowledge that his tonuro of it is 
for a year only.

A PKETTY LITTLE CRAFT. 

Constructed by the Champion Trick Oarsman. 
AHlutto Victorians on tlie Pleasure 
Boat Building. 

J. 11. Secley has created many sensations 
in his capacity of champion trick oarsman, 
but ho is now about to create a stir among 
boat builders us u boat builder himself. It 
is not tho general rule among champions 
that they are so familiar with the instru- 
ments that make their fume, as to be able 
to make one. Air. Seeley has broken this 
generul rule. The fact was discovered by 
a reporter yesterday who strolled into the 
champion's workshop, where a hand- 
some double scull pleasure boat was repos- 
ing on a stand. "Where did that come 
from?" was the natural question, "It 
didn't come," was the reply. It rose right 
there, stick by stick, and nail by liuil." 
Then it dawned on the darkened under- 
standing of the scribe that the boat was 
built there in that workshop, and ho pro- 
ceeded to examine the little beauty 
more closely. She is, indeed, a little 
beauty, constructed on a remarkably pretty 
model. The frame is of oak, holding 
together a spruce hotly, the whole se- 
cured with copper fastening and brass 
fittings. She is nineteen feet long by three 
and a half broad and the entire weight is 
less than one hundred and fifty pounds. The 
taste brought to bear on the ornamentation 
and fittings is that of a man who had an eye 
for the beautiful in its quieter aspect. The 
seats are of walnut, relieved and mounted 
with bird's-eye maple, both together mak- 
ing a pretty contrast to thu Iigi spruce and 
darker colored oak. She is partially decked 
fore and aft, which gives her a comfortable 
appearance. A velvet pile carpet graces 
the Hum-, and plush cushions render the 
tenure of the boat's occupants one of 
pleasure. Over all this can be 
spread an awning to ward oil 
tlie sun's burning rays. To say the least, 
a ie is altogether a "'thing of beauty and a 
joy I'm- ever;" but she is aa capable of out- 
stripping her class in speed as in beauty, 
that is if a guess can be hazarded by i look 
at her lines, which are clean and well 
defined right along from bow to stern. Mr. 
Seeley has been some time at this work. 
He was not in a hurry and money was no 
object, but he kept the thing mysteriously 
quiet and didn't want to tell anyone why 
be hid himself away in that workshop.

The Attack Upon lie v. Mr. Dmbrie, the 
New Jersey Minister— Distress 
in Tokio. 



Tlic steamship Oco.mic, of the Occidental 
and Oriental Line, which arrived at San 
Francisco on Saturday last from China and 
Japan brought the following ud vices : — 

The Viceroy of Canton reports that he 
has taken energetic measures to suppress 
piracy, which has recently given consider- 
able trouble along the shores of the Kwang- 
tung province. 

'Luc tea markets iu the north are opening, 
but reliable reports as to the condition of the 
crop are not yet to hand. At Hankow it is 
said that the quality of the leaf is niuch 
butter than hist year ami that the tea i- 
cheapor. On the other hand, the Hupeli 
and Hunan toas are said to ho dearer than 
those of previous years, while news from 
Kiukiang is to the effect that the crop ol 
teas this season is rather under that of tin 
previous seusou and much coarser, and not 
so clean. 

The returns of the Imperial customs foi 
the lirst quarter of 1890, show a slight in- 
crease on the same period hist year, but tin 
total value of the trade is under that ol 
ISSS. 

It is stated that the German hank recently 
established in China, has concluded a loan 
of Tis. 4,000,000, on a gold basis, at pei 
cent., with the Governor of Shantung, 
and another loan for a similar amount with 
Sheng Taotai, on behalf of the Chinese 
Telegraph Administration. The loans wen 
in the market for some time. 

IIONQ-KONO. 

The Chinese Recreation ground, which ii 
at present in a filthy, disorganized eondi 
tion, is to he improved. A vote of $6,001 
lias been asked for this purpose, which sun 
will bo gradually repaid by the licenses fin 
stalls. 

The Victoria College, one of the most 
scandalous pieces of work in the colony, ha- 
u leaky roof, and $3,000 has just been votei 
by the council for the necessary repairs. I 
■was stated also that an account for anothei 
g3, 000 was discovered the other day. Tin 
«./lt;iK ot Works having left for England, 
the hill is nut to be paid until some inquiry 
lias been made. The original estimate foi 
the building was $85,000. It has cost now 
more than §260,000, and it is a very pooi 
building. 

A meeting of the shareholders of A. S. 
Watson & Co., was held this week. Tin 
chairman said the new capital had all beei 
taken up in extending the business. Tin 
local competition had only done them gno< 
and the prospects of the company were vorj 
good. 

It has been discovered that the superin- 
tendent of the money order oflice, who re- 
cently absconded, has committed defalcu 
tions to the extent of $46,000. The account: 
of'tho royal visit have been closed. Tin 
cost of the demonstration amounts to $14,- 
334.01. The local architects arc incensei 
at an imputation in the report of the Bani 
tary superintendent that they impeded th 
working of the sanitary regulations, aim 
they have written strongly to the governoi 
on the matter. 

.IATAN. 

Thirty-four houses were destroyed by fire 
on May 21st, in Kanagawa. 

It is stated that important changes will 
bo effected shortly in the War Department 
and that Oyunm will be transferred from 
the War Ollice to another post. 

A tiro at Kobe, on May 26th, destroyed 
.'13 houses and three lives. 

The Kobe Herald learns, on reliabh 
authority, that the steamer Melita, which 
was sold for $4,800 has been floated. 11 
that is the case the owners would seem to 
have made a good bargain. 

Tin' list of electors of Counts, Viscounts 
ami barons for the House of Peers has jusi 
been mrrde. It includes 7-t Counts, 207 
Viscouuta and SI Barons. 

An alarming tire occurred at Yawntamacbi, 
Nodoohi-mura, Awomori-ken, on May 1 7th, 
when the police station, post-office, village 
office, branch Court of Peace, one shrine, 
two temples, and (i00 dwelling-houses were 
destroyed, and three persons killed. 

Count Mutsngata has completed tin 
estimates for using the famine fund foi 
imvinis foreign rice. They call for Si,- 
000,000. 

Five teachers and eighty scholars of the 
School of German Literature have been 
attacked with inllueitz i and the school has 
in consequence been closed for a week. An 
outbreak of the same disease at Samegalmshi, 
Yotsuyaku, has added much to the misiry 
of the poor people there, who were already 
Suffering privation owing to the dearncss ol 
rice. 

Two ten-inch cloisonne vases cade by the 
celebrated enameter Namikowa, of Kioto, 
have been sold to a local dealer for $1,000. 

An explosion of gas took place in the coal 
mine at Horoni, on May 12th, which 
injured forty miners, anil one was killed. 

When the Oceanic sailed for Japan it was 
twelve days after the outrage committed by 
the students of the Koto .School upon Dr. 
Imbrie, yet the authorities bad not taken 
any steps to find out the parties nor to pun- 
ish any one. The Japan Gazetto says: 
"There are two things foreigners will have 
to "avoid in the future -imperial proces- 
sions and baseball matches played by edu- 
cated (save the word) Japanese such as tin' 
students of the Koto Chiu-gakko, for, if our 
information is correct, they arc not only iu 
danger ol violence hut of violence which 
may go unpunished, and that means un- 
checked. If it be true that the Imbrie af- 
f ir i- ended without tho infliction of chas- 
tisement, the authorities are guilty of an ex- 
ci '.tmgly culpable failure of duty winch 
will not past unnoted; and if that failure 
has been aided by merciful but misplaced 
iuiorvoiitiou, inosc who have interceded 
have also failed iu their duty to their fel- 
lows, and we da not hesitate to tell them 
so." 

The excitement following the depreda- 
tions of the students of Tokio has decreased 
a little since they apologized to Rev. W. 
Imbrie, the New Jersey missionary, who 
was cut. and bruised by them two weeks 
ago. That gentleman has entirely recover- 
ed and it seems that nothing more is to be 
heard of the matter. The foreigners feel 
outraged that the culprits were not severely 
piinishod. As a result of their escape from 
anything more than a simple apology, the 
Soshi are becoming more bold day by day, 
and the insults offered to foreigners arc in- 
creasing. Settlers coming from Yokohama 
are armed with revolvers fearing that there 
may be some show of violence. Tho gov- 
ernment seems to be doing all in its power 
to deal with the students as a class, but no 



incivility can bo offered them as individuals, 
because of their desperate character. 

There are many vague rumors afloat 
concerning the reported taking of 
Corea by tho Russians. There is 
some trouble in Corea, but tho gov- 
ernment officials of Japan know nothing 
definite as to its natdre, All that is surely 
known is that all of the British men-of-war 
are lying in the harbors with steam up 
under orders to sail at at a moment's notice. 
Several of thein have already gone. Tho 
American naval force under Hear Admiral 
Belknap is also expecting orders to sail for 
Corea. An officer of the British ship Sev- 
ern said he had seen despatches ami orders 
which would astound foreigners in Japan. 

In the meantime the distress among the 
thousands of starving people of Tokio 
and other large cities is being ameliorated 
to a great extent by foreigners as well as 
by Japanese noblemen. One nobleman is 
feeding a thousand people a day oat of his 
own funds. The price of rice is higher than 
ever before, both in .Japan and Corea, and 
this is probably only a foretaste of the suf- 
fering to fellow. The outlook for the 
growing crop of rice is not good, owing to 
heavy and continued rain. 

It is proposed to establish a stock ex- 
change at Hong Kong. It is announced 
that st far share jobbing has been carried 
on for some time on a thoroughly illegiti- 
mate and unreliable bisis. 

The stamp revenue at Hong Kong for the 
lirst quarter ot the present year totalled 
$51,393.38, as against $ ".0,787.09 for the 
same period ISS',1, showing a net increase of 
$00.20 

The Surabaya Con rant states that the 
Java coffee crop this year will hardly aggre- 
gate one-third of the yield in 1881), and that 
the Dutch Government will be seriously in- 
convenienced by the greatly reduced rev- 
enue. 

The Shanghai market is at present eutire- 
in the hands of Russian buyers, whose prices 
for Hankow district tans, and fine and finest 
Ningchows, quite preclude English houses 
from operating in these kinds, 

The Singapore Tramway Company, after 
a short and unsatisfactory career, has col- 
lapsed. At a. meeting of shareholders held 
on the 12th inst., a resolution to wind up 
the concern under the Companies' Ordin- 
ance of 1889 was confirmed. 

A Netherlands India paper says that "a 
military expedition will shortly leave Java 
for the islands of Clares, where a Govern- 
ment tin prospecting party had to retreat 
the other day owing to the armed resistance 
of the natives, who withstood their advanci 
at the risk of of bloodshed." 

The Bataviu Nieuwsblad gives particulars 
if heavy lighting at Edi on the 28th ol 
April. The Achinese there, having taken 
m n strong position up-country, a company 
it infantry and a naval detachment ad 
vauced upon them and captured two forts. 
I'ho enemy lost seven killed, forty wounded 
uid many rifles; the troops losing nini 
wounded. In Acheen the enemy shows un- 
usual activity, and have thrice essayed 
a tacks on Kotta Rajah, unsuccessfully ow- 
ing to troops lying in ambush frustrating 
their designs; but they prove so troublesome 
that attempts at clearing the country jusi 
mtside the forts has been abandoned. The 
titular Sultan bus set to work stirring tin 
people up against the Netherlundors. On 
he East Coast troubles tliicken, and a nam- 
ler of Achinese are busy trying to kindle a 
holy war. 

The Locomotief states that the Nether- 
lauds India Government have given per- 
uission for recruiting coolies in Java for 
German New Guinea. 

Advices from Foochow say that prices foi 
die new tea crop are much lower up 
:ountry. Leaf is being offered freely at 
iron; 9 to 12,000 cash per picul. 

The weather in Siam during April, was 
very trying on the constitution of those who 
are not used to the tropics, and fever and 
other minor disorders have disabled many 
from active work, while in some eases tin 
results have been fatal. A thunderstorm ol 
s lnewhat alarming violence broke ovoi 
I'dclut accompanied and followed by a 
h uvy rainfall. The crashes of thunder heard 
a . the beginning of the storm, sounded 
lirectly overhead and were startling in 
t leir loudness. 

There is utter stagnation at Yokohama in 
both the import and silk business, but i 
large business has been done iu tea. 

Considerable distress prevails among the 
Japanese at Yokohama, and foreigners are 
raising subscriptions in their behalf. It is 
contended that the government ought to at 
once intervene. 

The season for silk will be an early one, 
and the prospects of a good crop are excel- 
lent. Present arrivals arc nineteen days 
earlier than usual. 

The arrivals of raw and waste silk in 
Kobe from January 1889 to Match 1890 
were: Filatures 1,497 bales, Re-reels, 227 
bales, Noshi -IDS hales, Kibiso 640 hales, 
pierced cocoons, 47 bales, and Floss silk 22 
hales; total, 2,037 hales. The sale of raw 
silk in the country during the same period 
amounted to .'too bales valued at yen 120,100, 
and those sold abroad totalled 970 hales 
valued at yen 335,096, making a total ot 
1,325 bales and yei 475,202, The sales of 
waste silk were 1,534 bales, valued at yen 
08,048. 

Returns of the foreign trade of Japan 
show that in 1888 the total exports and lm- 
p >rts amounted to only yen 26,226,544, after 
which they gradually increased until in 1SS!) 
t.iey were yen 130,164,472. The sudden 
jump from 1887 to 1888 is remarkable, as 
I he total rose from yen 96,711,832 in the 
former, to yen 131,100,7-1-1 in the latter 

A foreign loan for Japan is freely spoken 
of as the only means of relief from her 
financial difficulties. Offer has already been 
received from a foreign capitalist to pur- 
chase redemption bonds to I he amount of 
$10,000,000. 

Iu Ubon, Siam, tin; prisoners and the 
majority of the population tire living on 
bauaua stalks and w ild herbs, Whole vil- 
lages have beeu deserted, the people Hying 
to more favored districts. The central gov- 
ernment in Bangkok has kept silent on this 
matter. 

Gambling is increasing at an alarming 
rate in Hongkong. The share speculation 
mania of last year has given place to a 
gambling mania that is bound to have even 
more disastrous consequences. 

The value of the stocks of public com- 
panies in Hongkong has shrunk $13,000,000 
since the end of June, last year. 

The Mmperor of Japan conferred on the 
Duke of Connnught the Graud Sim- of the 
Chrysanthemum and on the Duchess the 
Grand Stur of the Crown. The .Japanese 
press speak iii high terms of tho courtesy 
and geniality of tile royal visitors.

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COLOR BLINDNESS. 



HOW EYESIGHT IS TESTED BY RAIL- 
ROAD PHYSICIANS. 



Applicant* Tor Position! Put Through the 
Worsted unil Blackboard KxcrciHcn— Four 
Per Cent. Are Found to lie Unlit for the 
Bespnuslblo I'lnccs. 

"What color is that?" 

The speaker was Dr. B. F. Clark, phy- 
sician of tho U., H. and D. railroad. 

A tall, gangle legged man stood beforo 
a table on which were piled in great 
confusion several hundred skeins of dif- 
ferent colored worsteds. They were of 
every shade and hue. from pea green to 
Mazarin blue, from solferino red to 
purple, gray, cherry and brown. 

Tho doctor continued: "The object of 
this test is to select tho light and dark 
shades. Now, I'll go on and select them 
first," and the doctor put all the light 
and dark shades running from pea green 
to dark green in a little pile by them- 
selves. 

The man watched him closely, and the 
greens were all thrown back into the 
heap, and the man began. 

"Don't let your hand run over the 
worsted, but let your eye do the work,' 
said the doctor, as the man began fumb- 
ling over the pile. 

Tho man put gray and light yellow 
and brown together. 

"That'll do." said the doctor. 

"That man is not lit for an engineer, 
fireman, brakeiuan, switchman, con- 
ductor, or, in fact, any one who has use 
for signals. He is color-blind. That test 
alone is sufficient for any railroad, army 
or navy. 

HIS PECULIAR WEAKNESS. 
'•Now to determine what this man's 
chromatic defect is we select a pint 
skein. 

"If he is red blind he will pick out blues 
or violets, or both. If he should be green 
blind lie will select grays and greens or 
bluo greens. Sometimes, to verify the 
two previous tests, we lay out tho red 
skein, and the party selects browns or 
greens in their different shades." 

"What percentage do you find, of all 
those examined, to be color blind?" 

"About -1 per cent, are color blind 
That is one out of every twenty-five in- 
dividuals. There are more red blind than 
any other color." 

"It is often asked why we don't ex- 
amine the men by the lamps, it is one 
of the most difficult things to stain the 
glass regularly. When the glass is 
blown it cannot bo made all tho same 
color. Then, if the glass is thicker the 
color will be darker. Again, sometimes 
tho wick is turned higher, and then the 
light has a greater luminosity, while the 
other is a very dull light. There may be 
dust or steam over the glass, and tlie 
light will be darker. A dirty white flag 
to one color blind would betaken for a 
green Hag, which means safety. They 
would take a dirty dark green for red, 
which means danger. This would lead 
to endless confusion." 

"Do you believe this to bo a congenital 
defect?" 

"Yes; but it may also'arise from dis- 
ease, injuries and tho excessivo uso of 
tobacco and alfohol. In one family 1 
know of four ■ :o are color blind, two 
brothers and lwo sisters; in another 
family an uncle and a nephew." 

"Do you examine for anything else?" 

"Oh, yes. It is just as important to 
examine for vision and hearing as it is 
for color blindness. In order to make the 
test for vision this is the programme: A 
test plato containing letters that can be 
seen at 200 feet and twenty feet, twenty 
feet being the normal eye, is placed at 
cue end of tho room. 

The room is darkened. The patient 
placed twenty feet distant, and then is 
requested to cover one eye while the 
other is being examined. If heseeswhat 
wo call twenty twentieths — that is, the 
letters representing twenty feet — he has 
normal vision. Both eyes are put to this 
test— first the right, then tho left. If he 
has a vision in both eyes of twenty 
'fiftieths minus —that is to say, if he can't 
see at twenty feet what he ought to see 
at fifty— he is rejected, provided glasses 
don't improve tho vision. If a man can't 
seo that big B, the large letter, which he 
ought to see at 200. at twenty feet with 
only one eye, then he has practically oniy 
one eye. and there have been several ex- 
amined who never knew that they could 
not see out of only ono eye." 

TICSTINO FOB HEARING. 

"How do you test for hearing?" 

"Willi my watch. The man is requir- 
ed to cover up his eyes and 1 place my 
watch to bis ear, gradually removing it 
away until the exact, distance that he 
can hear the ticking is known. Ho says 
'No' when he ceases to hear it. Now, 
two-thirds of all the engineers are hard 
of hearing, or. better, defective in the 
right ear, which is due to their leaning 
out of the cab window, coming in con- 
stant contact with the wind; that is to 
say, the force of the wind coming in con- 
stant contact with the drum of tho car it 
becomes affected. Tho constant pressure 
on the drum of tho ear has the effect of 
retracting it. It becomes concave. The 
range of vision is also tested. This is 
done by placing a man twelve or eight- 
een inches from a blackboard. He is re- 
quested to keep his eye directly on a 
chalk spot, which is on a level with tho 
eye, the other eye being closed. He is 
directed to say 'Yes' tho moment ho sees 
anything moving toward that spot from 
above, below, to the right and to the left. 
This constitutes his range of vision. If 
ho has any disease or injury to the eye 
we can always map out his range of vis- 
ion, as the range is usually contracted in 
one of the four different directions. To 
illustrate, ono man had a range of vision 
in tho right eye, three inches to tho loft, 
six inches above, eight inches to the 
right and ten inches below. Of course 
he was rejected, because ho could not 
see au approaching train.— Cincinnati 
Enquirer.

THE OLD STEAMER OTTER. 

Her History, and Something of Her Adven- 
tures and Kxperleiiees. 

Tho Hudson . Bay steamer "Otter," 
next to tho "Beaver," the tirst steamship 
brought to and plying from the port of 
Victoria, was specially built in Loudon 
for tho company's nervice in 1852. She 
was c. instructed of wood, and when she 
lirst took tho water was a lino specimen 
of an auxiliary steam yacht, her lines 
b'"'ns finely drawn, vvhilo her sea going 
capabilities woro of tho first class. Sh 
was barque rigged, p rsver being supplied 
hy ono of Museley and Field's engines. 
She loft London in January, 185;». and 
was five months coming out passin 
through the Straits of Magellan instead 
of going round Capo Horn. Her tirst 
officer at this time was Captain Lewis, 
who subsequently commanded her, and 
is now agent of tho Department i f 
Marino anil Fisheries at this port. Shod 
ly after when under command of Captain 
Mowatr, she wns taken to San Francisci 
and "risen Oil," by means of which her 
capacity was much augmented. This 
had become necessary hy reason of th 
demands of trade and travel. Her lirst 
route was between Victoria and points on 
the Frasor River, whore the Hudson Bay 
company had their trading stations. 

After the loss of tho "Labouchere" iliu 
"Otter" did all the Northern trade be- 
tween Victoria and Sitka, Captain Demis, 
who had charge of tho fur transit trade, 
having her in command. She is des- 
cribed as having been cue of the bandies! 
hunt boats ever employed en this coast. 
Prior to the alterations which wore made 
in her, she had only a small after cabh , 
but was afterwards internally appointed 
much after tho manner of the "Sar 
dotiyx." She ran very well and was abb 
to make her eight, nine and ten knots 
per hour. Although she used lo trade 
to Alaska, then owned by Russia, she 
never had any difficulties with the autho- 
rities, nevertheless, upon several occa- 
tions, her officers and crew had to show a 
pretty firm front against the Indians, 
whose clamors and exactions well nigh 
led to hostilities. Her career may he 
said to have been n successful one, hoi 
principle casualty having been when slu 
ran on the rocks at Bella Bella, but with- 
out receiving much injury. Captain Lewis 
left her to take command of the En'er- 
priso and afterwards ef the Louise. 
At the time the Hudson Bay Co. sold 
their boats to the C.P.N. Co. the Ottei 
was transferred to thoin, but for soim 
years has not been in commission. Sin 
was copper bottomed and copper fastened, 
and for the purpose of recovering tin 
metal in her she is about to be committee 
to the llames, and thus will pass out ol 
existence one of the few remaining relies 
f by-gone days.
